How ard, and how the surgeon tried 
to restore his ey esight by m eans of 
draw ing leaden substance from his 
sty es by m eans of a silk thread. 
Dr. How ard made a confident of 
Enright", according to the m an’s te s­ 
timony , and his cheerful disp osition 
w as a dump ing ground fo r all the 
cares and troubles of the %ur,geon. 
H e said th at his wife (Mrs. How ard 
No. 1) made life m iserable foi him 
and forev er kep t “nagging’’ at him.

liv ed with them, he said it was one 
continuous round of trouble.

p athetic, and y et hum orous incidents 
related was that Dr. Howard com­ 
p lained lie had the best Jersey cow in 
the county , y et he was nev er allowed 
to hav e one sp oonful of the n lk or 
cream that came from his own p ri­ 
v ate inv estment.

Stupid and Poor, a Good Fellow Who 
Merely Exists. 
The Russian peasant does not live; 
he merely exists. “Xitchevo” (“It is 
nothing”), he merely says when any­ 
thing happens to him. Nothing mat­ 
ters, nothing could be worse, and 
“Nitchevo” is bis panacea for all evils, 
And yet the Russian moujik is really a 
fine fellow. Ordinarily, H. P. Kennard 
tells us in his book, “The Russian 
Peasant,” he is a splendid, well built 
man, large limbed, large headed and 
healthy. He is equally unaffected by 
20 degrees of frost or twenty glasses of 
vodka. He is clothed in uncured sheep­ 
skins and carries in 
winter 
more 
clothes than the average Englishman 
could stand up in. 
He is unspeakably stupid, however, 
and his dream of happiness is to gorge, 
to sleep as much as possible through 
the winter and .dance and sing in the 
summer. But the stranger’s first ob­ 
jection to the moujik is that he smells 
—not because he does not wash him­ 
self. As a m atter of fact, in every vil­ 
lage there are public baths—baaza— 
and the peasants wash themselves 
there unfailingly every Saturday in 
order to be allowed to go to church on 
Sunday, for the Orthodox church en­ 
joins cleanliness. 
The Russian peasant is always poor 
and generally in debt. 
He plows the 
land in the same way that his father 
plowed it and gets as little for his la­ 
bor. His main worry in life is how to 
pay the governor’s taxes, 
lf he says 
he cannot pay he is flogged, or perhaps 
he will sell part of his next year’s 
power of work—i. e., work for noth­ 
ing for several months—to raise a loan, 
and of course he is worse off than ever 
the following year. 
On Christmas night at dusk the mar 
riageable village girls go out into-the 
streets and meet their young men, and 
one says, “W hat is your name?” 
The 
young man answers “Foma,” and she 
replies, “My husband’s name is Foma.” 
Some days later at the girl’s home 
relations are gathered together. There 
comes a knock at the door. 
The sta- 
rosta and the young man enter, carry­ 
ing loaves of bread. 
The starosta 
says something like this: 
“We are Germau people, come 'from 
Turkey. 
We are hunters, good fel­ 
lows. 
There was a time once in our 
country when we saw strange foot­ 
prints in the snow, and my friend the 
prince here saw them, and we thought 
they might be a fox’s or marten’s foot­ 
prints or It might be those of a beauti­ 
ful girl. 
We hunters, we good fel­ 
lows, are determ ined not to rest till 
we have found the animal. 
We have 
been In all cities from Germany to 
Turkey and have sought for this fox, 
this marten or this princess, and at last 
we have seen the same strange foot­ 
prints in the snow again, here by your 
court. 
And we have come in. 
Come, 
let us take her, the beautiful princess, 
for we see her in front of us, or can 
it be that you would keep her till she 
grows a little older?”

Strange Coincidence” — Despite Pro­ 


tests of Government, the Jury Com 


missioners Are Ordered to Draw New 


Panel in Which Business Men Shall 


Be Given Chance. 


Chicago, Feb. 24.—The retrial of the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana was 
unexpectedly delayed when Judge An­ 
derson, In the United States district 
court, quashed the panel of 150 venire­ 
men because of what he considered the 
singularly large proportion of farmers 
thereon. 
It was also a so-called “farm ers’ ” 
jury which brought in the verdict mak-' 
ing Judge Landis’s fine of $29,240,000 
in the original case possible, and John 
S. Miller, of the defense, was prompt 
In calling the court’s attention to the 
fact that the panel then present for 
the new trial contained but three Chi­ 
cagoans, although 60 per cent cf the 
population within the jurisdiction of 
the court lives within Cook county. 
“It looks like design, or if not de­ 
sign, it looks like a strange coinci­ 
dence,” commented Judge Anderson, 
whereupon T. C. McMillan and R. C. 
Jones, the jury commissioners, Insist­ 
ed with vigor that the latter was the 
case; that the panel had been drawn 
exactly as in other cases. 
This the 
court later admitted to be a fact. 


The Government Protest®. 


District Attorney Sims and his spe­ 
cial assistant, James H. Wilkerson, 
quoted authorities to show that all a 
defendant can legally claim is a fair, 
honest and intelligent jury to try his 
case. Mr. W ilkerson declared that the 
jury did not need to represent every 
portion of a judicial district. 
He said 
there was no statute to compel the 
jury commission to take geography or 
occupation into consideration. 
“I don’t want to start in this hearing 
feeling that there is something not 
quite fair,” answered the oourt. 
“We 
ought to start fair and keep fair. 
I 
think this panel ought to be set aside. 
I will instruct the jury commissioner* 
put In 150 names of men, a good pro­ 
portion of whom shall be good busi­ 
ness men from Chicago and Cook 
county.” 
Judge Andersen is hearing argil 
m eat o f.counsel today as to whether 
shipments or settlem ents of freight 
charges constitute the offense. 
The 
government will contend th at each 
shipment of oil on which an alleged 
rebate was paid forms a separate vio­ 
lation of the law. Under this construc­ 
tion of the law it would be possible to

tion Law, W ayne Is the Only One 


Going to the Side of the Saloons. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 24.—Five more 
counties were voted “dry” Tuesday, 
making a total of eighteen that have 
taken advantage of the local option 
law. 
So far Wayne is the only one that 
has voted “wet.” 
The counties struck 
by the anti-saloon landslide Tuesday 
are Daviess, Adams, Grant, Newton 
and Howard. 
In each the victory of 
the temperance forces was decisive. 
Women and children took an import­ 
ant part and made the cause of the 
“wets” so unpopular that in many lo­ 
calities only the anti-saloon side was 
represented on the election boards. 
One hundred and forty-three saloons 
will be put out of business as follows 
by Tuesday's work, which is the great­ 
est accomplishment the 
temperance 
forces have to their credit: 
Daviess, 
39; Adams, 18; Grant, 57; Newton, 2; 
Howard, 27. 


Marion “W ets” Disappointed. 
The result was a foregone conclu 
sion in favor of the “drys” in every 
county except Grant, in which is lo­ 
cated Marion, Gas City, Jonesboro, 
Fairm ount and other cities. 
There is 
a brewery at Marion and many large 
factories. 
The “wets” figured on car­ 
rying Marlon and Gas City by a ma­ 
jority large enough to overcome the 
“dry” vote in the rest of the county, 
but 
they 
were 
disappointed. 
The 
“wets” had a fine organization in Ma­ 
rion, Kokomo and other cities, but the 
sentiment against them was too strong. 
The issue was removed from politics, 
so that the Democratsiand Republicans 
lined up together against the saloon. 
The “dry” majorities were about as 
follows: 
Adams, 450; Daviess, 1,325; 
Howard, 1,600; Grant, 1,500; Newton, 
350. 
Aboul 85 per cent of the total 
vote was polled. 
In Marion, Kokomo 
and other cities it is said that the sa­ 
loon element tried to use repeaters. A 
number of arrests were made at Mari­ 
on. 
At W ashington the women were 
so thick around the voting places that 
they had to be dispersed by officers. 
In Howard the “dry” element tried 
to avenge the defeat of John W. Kern 
for the Democratic nomination for 
United States senator by raising the 
cry that the brewers used their influ­ 
ence against him. 
Morgan county, which is now “dry,” 
is voting today., Elections will be held 
Thursday in Fountain, Hendricks and 
Fayette counties; in Carroll and Gib­ 
son on Friday, and in Rush on Satur­ 
day. 
It is expected that all will vote 
“dry.” 
Three-fourths of the state is 
now “dry,” or will be as scon as the 
saloons voted out are closed.

If the m inisters insist on a hearing 
this will probably be set for tonight, 
and the report of the committee will 
be made tomorrow, 
unless In 
the 
meantime Senator Proctor succeeds in 
having the committee instructed to re­ 
port by the senate.

committee instructed to report imme­ 
diately, unless a report is made with­ 
out such action. 
Senator Orndorf, while he opposes 
the hill in its present form, might, he 
has said, vote for it if certain amend­ 
ments are made, and his action in 
signing the m ajority report against 
the bill is not taken aa finally indicat­ 
ing his position.

400 for the Industrial Home for the 
Blind in Indianapolis. 
The Williams bill providing for the 
payment of the surviving members of 
the Home Guards who did military ser­ 
vice along the Ohio river during the 
civil war, also was killed. 
Another bill which the committee 
decided to recommend for indefinite 
postponement was the Seidensticker 
bill making it unlawful to sell prison- 
made goods.

FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE 


The Angel cf the Crimea 
In her home in the West End of London, passing the days cf the late 
Autumn of her life in an invalid chair, lives a white-haired, sweet-faced, 
kindlv-voiced noble woman, whom the world knows as Florence Nightingale. 
Born in 1820 in Florence, Italy, the daughter of a -wealthy Englishman, un­ 
der his loving tutorship she mastered the classics and literature, became a 
good musician and learned several languages. 
She had a genius for helpfulness, a consecration to hum anity that found 
expression in sweet fnini.strationk of love and care of the sick and suffering. 
In nursing she saw a noble career for women and in 1849 went to a Protes­ 
tant school for nurses, on the Rhine. On her return to England she as­ 
sumed management of a sanitarium for invalid governesses. 
In 1854 Eng­ 
land was roused to a white heat of indignation by the revelations of the hor­ 
rors of the hospital service of the Crimea. 
Government incompetency, imbe­ 
cile red tape, rascally dishonor and crim inal neglect in treating the sick and 
wounded soldiers made mere w’ar itself a paradise of mercy by contrast. 
Dante’s Inferno seemed a mild bit of imagination in the face of the real hor­ 
rors at Scutari, with four miles of beds huddled in one three-story house. 
Florence Nightingale volunteered to lead a band of women to transform 
the hospitals in the name of hum anity, and in November, 1854, with thirty- 
eight nurses ehe reached Scutari. 
H er magic touch brought order out of 
chlos; the sunshine, sweetness and soothing peace of woman’s work filled 
the rooms; the ghastly m ortality w’as reduced to a minimum; soldiers 
wounded and dying kissed the shadow of the angel of the Crimea as it fell 
across their counterpanes or reverently touched the hem of her garm ent as 
she passed near them. Often for twenty hours at a stretch she stood giving 
her orders—the noble leader of her little arm y of peace; and her kindness, 
wisdom, sweetness, energy, influence and inspiration seemed inexhaustible. 
For two years she kept up the fight and with health impaired returned 
to England, shunning all publicity. The £50,000 testim onial tendered her by 
the people, she refused, but finally accepted to found a training school for 
nurses. By penny subscriptions the soldiers secured enough to erect a statue 
to her memory, but this, too, she rejected. 
For nearly fifty years she has 
been an invalid, and yet this “Grand Old Woman of England,” at the age of 
eightysevenis still serene, sweet,helpful and contented, with a name that will 
he hallowed as Tong as the British arm y and the British nation shall endure.

THE DEVILFISH. 


H* Is Not a M an Eater, bu t a Gently 
Reared Mon ster. 
C ontrary to popular belief, the devil- i 
fish is not a man eater, according to 
an official publication issued by the 
Sm ithsonian institution, W ashington, ' 
after an authoritative study of the sub- * 
je c t by Dr. Theodore Gill, associate in 
j 
zoology in the national museum. “The ' 
food of the devilfishes,” he says, “so ; 
fa r from being large anim als and oc- , 
casionally a m an or so, as has been al- ! 
leged, appears to be chiefly the sm all j 
crabs, shrim ps and other crustaceans j 
and young or sm all fishes. Rarely does | 
one prey on large fishes.” 
Dr. Gill says tha t in a num ber of re­ 
spects the young devilfish grow s up 
under nursing and training rem ark ably | 
lik e tha t of a hum an being. It is nour- i 
lshed, for instance* from its m other’s i 
milk . 
It is a peculiarity of the devil- 
j 
fish, he adds, that, instead of laying ! 
m any thousands or m illions of eggs, it 
norm ally has only a single young one * 
a t a birth. 
A baby devilfish is some­ 
tim es as broad as five feet and weighs 
tw enty pounds or more. 
Dr. Gill adds tha t devilfishes move j 
about from place to place In a sort of 
subm arine flight, speeding them selves ; 
along by flaps of the long w ingiik e 
fins.

Louisv ille, Ky., Feb. 24.—Storm and 
flood conditions throughout Kentucky 
and especially in Louisv ille and v ic­ 
inity, hav e in many instances caused 
a suspension of business, an interrup^ 
tion to transportation by rail routes, 
much damage to property, and has 
caused people to flee for their liv es 
and work to sav e their property. RaiD 
fell in torrents ov er a territory extend 
ing from central Indiana south through 
Kentucky and into Tennessee and cen 
tral Georgia, but the storm was the 
sev erest in the blue grass state. The 
Kentucky riv er, swollen 
by heav y 
rains in the mountains, is pouring a 
v olume of water past Frankfort, which 
is expected to increase the rise in the 
Ohio when it strikes that stream a 
Carrollton.

24. — Gov ernor 
Marshall sent another message to thi 
legislature calling its attention again 
to the shortage of funds in the state 
treasury and warning the legislators 
that “charity begins at home.” 
His 
message caused the members who are 
pushing appropriation bills to “sit u] 
and take notice,” as he not only pre 
sented his own v iews, but a statemen 
from Auditor Billheimer showing the 
state's financial resources. The gov er 
nor declared that to contract a debt is 
one thing, but that to pay it is an 
other. 
He called attention to the tax 
rate, saying that while the people, out 
side the cities and towns, are now 
paying about $2 tax on the hundred, 
that only 33.6 cents goes to the state. 
The gov ernor said that he had hoped 
that the legislature would be conserv ­ 
ativ e in its appropriations that the tax 
lev y could be reduced and that he is 
now concerned lest appropriations be 
made that cannot be met. 
After giv 
ing figures relating to the state’s ob­ 
ligations, 
Gov ernor 
Marshall 
said: 
“The problem now confronting you is 
this: 
Is R your purpose to increase 
the taxes of the people of indiana, or 
will you seriously consider these fig­ 
ures and be extremely careful in mak­ 
ing your appropriations?” The gov er­ 
nor called attention to a bill intro­ 
duced by Representativ e King to in­ 
crease the educational tax from 2% 
cents to 4 cents on the hundred for the 
benefit of Indiana and Purdue univ er­ 
sities and the state normal school. 
This bill has passed the house. 
The 
gov ernor said that education is a good 
thing, but he insisted that it is not 
proper that taxes shall be raised for 
the state educational institutions to 
pay for educating pupils wrho do not re­ 
side in Indiana. 
He showed that 9 84, 
or 19 per cent, of the students at In­ 
diana, Purdue and state normal, reside 
outside of Indiana, and that the state 
pays at least $100,000 annually for 
their education. 
He insists that jt is 
unfair that the state should bear this 
extra burden. 
The message was re­ 
ferred to the ways and means com­ 
mittee of the house and the finance 
committee of the senate. 
The gov er­ 
nor says that he is v ery much in earn­ 
est in presenting the state’s financial 
condition to the legislature. 


As a result of Gov ernor Marshall’s 
message of disapprov al of the passage 
of the King bill to Increase the tax 
lev y for state educational institutions j 
from 2% cents to 4 cents, the house j 
reconsidered and killed the bill. 
A 
message was sent to the senate ask­ 
ing that the bill be returned to the 
house. 
The senate declined, more, it 
seems, to leav e the house in a sweat 
than because of any Intention to pass I 
the measure, there 
being a strong) 
probability that it will die In the sen- j 
ate if the Democratic members stand 
united against its passage. 


Representativ e 
Babcock’s 
bill 
to 
amend the two-cent fare law so that 
tickets between states shall be scld at 
that rate, has been killed. 
This bill 
would require all railroads to stop 
their trains at state lines long enough 
to enable passengers to purchase tick­ 
ets and recheck their baggage. 
By 
this plan tickets could be purchased 
to the state line at the 2-cent rate, and 
another ticket purchased there at the 
2-cent rate, and the public would not 
be forced to pay 2*4 cents a mile the 
entire distance. 
“This bill would be 
Imposing an unreasonable burden on 
the railroads,” said Frank Littleton, 
attorney for the Big Four railroad. 
“By the prov isions of this bill the rail­ 
road companies In many instances 
would hav e to locate railroad stations, 
where there were no dwellings for 
miles.” It was held that the interstate 
commerce commission could look after 
the situation. 
____ 


“Nothing doing” will be the word at 
this session of the general assembly in 
the way of legislation to put all county 
officials on a straight salary basis, if 
the intention of the fee and salary 
committee of the house prev ails. 
The 
committee, after hearing the protests 
of sev eral oc-unty officials and their 
representativ es, agreed informally that 
the Seidensticker bill, one of the mer­ 
chants’ platform bills fixing a basis for 
straight salaries, should not be report­ 
ed out for sev eral.days and perhaps 
not at all. The session has less than 
two weeks yet to run.
